THE NEWSBOYS ||, 


GLE 


FOR “BEAT” 


By Our Reroute. 
€61 NEVER see the newsboys run 
| Amid the whirling street 
With swift untiring feet 
To cry the latest venture done 
But I expect one day to hear 
hem cry the crack of doom 
And risings from the tomb.’’ 
Shane Leslie once saw the newsboys 
run and the result was a very beauti- 
ful poem, which appears in most 
modern anthologies and from which 


' kthe above is quoted. To most people, 


however, the newsboys are 4 common- 


place of the city streets, whom 


they see without ever really 
observing. When they buy their paper 


they do not see the vendor as a 
-youngster who has been pressed into 
service to help with the few shillings 


he earns each week the heroic, endless, 


and sometimes almost hopeless fight of 
some family living in the’ poverty and 

squalor of a Dublin slum to make ends 
} meet, to pay the rent of that room, 
which is their home, and to provide 
some sort of a meal two or three times 


a day. 
DAILY EARNINGS 


The small boy from such a locality 
usually leaves school one week after 
he attains his fourteenth birthday, and 
usually—indeed, almost ~inevitably— 
he sells evening newspapers for a year 
or two at a profit to himself of 4d.. 
a dozen. His earnings per day—3.30 
to 6.30 in the evening—usually amount 
to 1s. 6d. He selects his own “ beat,” 
and, as time passes, works up his own 
connection of regular customers. I 
asked yesterday what happens if a 
newsboy tries to annex the regular 
‘* beat “” of some smaller boy by sheer 
aggression, but I learned that this 
never lmppens in Dublin. ‘‘ There is a 
code of honour amongst the boys 
which would not permit this,” I was 
told. ‘' Besides, people like to buy 
their paper from the same seller, and 
so the aggressor would not profit much 
by his action, He would simply have 
to build up the business all - over 


>> 


again. 


There are twe cases of boys in 
Dublin to whom their pitch has passed 
from their fathers, who sold papers 
there before them, One of them was a 
little boy whose mother is blind, and 
whose father’s sight is so bad that he 
can no longer carry on the sale of 
papers. But, generally speaking, the 
parents of newsboys are so anxious to 
get them off the streets, and its hard, 
rigorous life in inclement weather, that 
they get them posts as messenger boys, 
although these are often “ blind alley ” 
jobs at a weekly wage less than they 


earned selling papers. 
THE “SHOPPERS” 


Did you ever see a man cycling 
through the streets, obviously in a 
great hurry, with an enormous bundle 
of newspapers balanced dangerously on 
the handlebars? If you did, he was 
probably a middleman, one of the sur- 
prises of the business. The evening 
newspapers do not sell direct to the 
newsboys. The middlemen, or 
“ shoppers,’” of whom there are not 
more than half-a-dozen in Dublin, get 
the papers for sixpence a dozen and 
retail them to the boys at eightpence. 
These ‘‘shoppers’’ usually earn about 
£5 per week, and they have “ sub- 
shoppers’ for outlying districts. Five 

unds a week, incidentally, seems to 

the maximum earned by atreet- 
vendors of newspapers, because this 
also was the figure given to me as the 
average earnings of those men and 
women who have established stands or 
pitches in Dublin streets. At a profit 
of fourpence a dozen, this means that 
they each have over three thousand 
customers a week, a not inconsiderable 


business. 


BELVEDERE CLUB 


But it would not be correct to 
say that Dublin citizens are com- | 
pletely insensitive to the wants 
and me of the newsboys. 
Although proverbially good wine needs 
no bush, no article such as this would 
be complete without mention of that 
excellent institution, the Belvedere 
Newsboys’ Club, which has existed 
now for over twenty years, and has 
manv imitators in care of the children 


of Dublin’s slums. 


Every night the Club premises in 
Pearse street are open the boys are 
given supper. Twice a week they 
have the use of the library and reading 
room, and washing facilities are pro- 
vided, as the boys are expected to 
maintain a certain standard of per- 
sofial cleanliness. The activities of 
each week are divided between games 
and classes, both of which are under 
the supervision of that devoted band 
of helpers known to the boys as the 
‘*doctors,’”” young men all who give 
their after business hours unselfishly 
lo this great work. Presents of cloth- 
ing are given to the club members at 
Christmas, a bag of coal was sent to 
each boy’s home during the cold spell 
early this year, and during the summer 
there was a most successful innovation, 
a holiday camp in Ceunty Louth It 
ix a great worg, which has a corres- 
pondingly great influence on the charit- 


able impulses of Dublin citizens. 


And so the next time you buy your 
paper do not regard the vendor im- 
personally. See instead a boy who is 
building up for himself the founda- 
tions of his life in that most difficult 


of schools, the streets of the city.
